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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention relates to a layer structure of a DRAM device having master bit lines. The 
independent claims 1 and 12 recites an apparatus and method of operating for a DRAM 
device having master bit lines comprising a plurality of access transistors, first select 
transistors for coupling first bit lines to signal lines and second select transistors for 
coupling second bit lines to signal lines, wherein the access transistors, the first and 
second select transistors are in a first well of a single-crystal semiconductor region of a 
substrate. The PRIOR ART fails to disclose or suggest such a DRAM having the access 
transistors, the first and second select transistors being in a first well of a single-crystal 
semiconductor region of a substrate such as described in the independent claims 1 and 
12, therefore, claims 1-20 are in condition for allowance.
